Impediments in Speech, from the dreadful Symp- 
toms which accompany them, and the Diſtreſs of 
Mind they occaſion in every Speaker and Hearer, have 
always been conſidered by Mankind, in every Age of 
the World, as Defects in Nature, to which Art can 
give little or no Relief. Holy Writ, in Compliance 
with this general Opinion, has repreſented theſe un- 
happy Complaints as remediable only by a Divine 

ower. Yet, Hiftory informs us, they have been 
ſometimes overcome by proper Helps and inde- 
r er Pains. Demoſthenes laboured under al- 
moſt every Difficulty of this Kind; yet, by Methods 


very ſtrange and laborious, as they are common] 
underſtood, not only cured himſelf of them all, but 
afterwards became the greateſt Orator, Greece ever 
produced, And many Gentlemen in our Times, Who 
aye 
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have had ſmall Impediments in their Speech, have 
conquered them, without the Aid of any particular 
Rules, or the Aſſiſtance of others; and thoſe who 
have had them to an extraordinary Degree, attended 
with ſuch violent convulfive Attacks on the Organs, 
that they could not poſſibly ſurmount them, without 
the Aſſiſtance of others ſkilled in removing theſe 
Defects, have ſometimes been happily relieved : but 
theſe Undertakings have been attended with great 
Uncertainty, from the Cauſes of them not having 
been aſcertained on Scientific Principles, without 
which, Experience can never bring any Art to Per- 
fection and therefore many have been pronounced 
incurable, who, had the true Cauſes of their Defects 
been known, might have been effectually cured. But 
to diſcover whether an Impediment proceeds from a 
Defect in Nature, or from an improper Uſe of the 
Organs of Speech, muſt, without juſt Principles to 
aſſiſt our Enquiries, be a moſt difficult and uncertain 
Undertaking, and therefore muſt be aſcertained from 
juſt Principles, deduced from Experience, without 
which, proper Methods cannot be adopted, ſuitable 
to each Impediment. Mr. ANGIER, at his firſt un- 
dertaking this Profeſſion, being conſcious that this 
Art was but in a ſtate of Infancy, has for a great 
Number of Years aſſiſted his Enquiries into the Cauſes 
of Impediments in Speech, by collecting every ana- 
tomical Information reſpecting the Powers and Uſe of 
the ſeyeral Organs of Utterance, and the Mechaniſm 
of Sounds; and conſulted many eminent Phyſicians and 
Surgeons, who generouſly gave him their Aſſiſtance, 
and inveſtigated all the Methods which haye been 
made uſe of by others, and maturely enquired into 
their Utility. A large Experience of the different 
Kinds of Impediments, affords him the ſtrongeſt 
Reaſons to conclude, that he has brought this Art 
to that State of Maturity, that even the moſt afflicted 
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may be effectually cured, or greatly relieved, as ſome 
of his Pupils, who have done him much honour, were 
of a nervous and delicate Conſtitution. Ihe Methods, 
though different from any yet made uſe of, are eaſily 
practiſed, being ſuch as the natural Conſtruction of 
the Organs preſcribes, 

Mr. ANI ER would not have undertaken to teach 
the Art of Pronunciation, had he not found that moſt 
of the Defects of our Public Speakers proceed from 
their Organs being impaired by one or more of thoſe 
Obſtructions, which occaſion Liſping, ſpeaking through 
the Noſe, a low, weak, rough, hoarſe, thick, mum- 
bling, or ſqueaking Voice, or ſome diſagreeable 
Tone, which are the ſole Cauſes which prevent moſt of 
them from ſpeaking with due Diſtinctneſs, Strength, 
Variety, and Grace. The great Scarcity of good Public 
Speakers does not proceed from a Want of Men of 
Abilities or Learning, or from their not knowing 
how they ſhould deliver their Thoughts in a nervous 
and graceful Manner, but trom want of Freedom and 
Power in their Organs of Speech; for, in the preſent 
State of Elocution among the Moderns, very dit- 
ferent Methods are wanted from thoſe neceflary 
amongſt the Antients, to acquire a maſterly Pronun- 
ciation, becauſe they took care that no bad Habits 
perverted the Organs of their Children, as they were 
early taught, by judicious Maſters, how to ſtrengthen 
and ſmooth the Voice, or improve it in Point of Diſ- 
ſtinctneſs and Variety of Tone, by which a good 
Foundation was laid for attaining at Years of Ma- 
turity a noble and powerful Delivery; and we ſhould 
have as great Speakers amongſt us, if Boys, before 
they had acquired bad Habits, were taught at School 
to ſpeak and read in a diſtin and proper Manner, 
as they are to write and dance. 
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The Plan, Mr. ANxdiER has adopted, will enable 
any Gentleman of Abilities and Learning, who is de- 
ficient in Point of Delivery, to become a better 
Speaker, by following ſuch Iuſtructions as are ſuited 
to his peculiar Caſe, tor two Months, than he would 
in a Twelvemonth by all the Rhecorical Rules which 
have hitherto been recommended, without being ac- 
companied with thoſe Helps: But as this Aſſertion 
may be conſidered chimerical, he has the Happineſs 
to aſſert, that he has laid his Plan before many ot 
the moſt diſtinguiſhed Gentlemen of the Univerſities 
of Oxford, Cambridge, Dublin, and Edinburgh, in a 
Courſe of Lectures; and they were fully ſatisfied,

The Rule, 
That, if we would affect others, we muſt be affected 
ourſelves, ought to be underſtood by every one. who 
would be a powerful Speaker, with great Limitation, 
particularly in Debate. Several different Kinds of 
Oratory deſcribed, which may be uſeful to aſſiſt 
Gentlemen to cultivate and improve that Species which 


is molt ſuited to their 1 Diſpoſitions and 
Abilities. 


In what Poſition the Organs of Speech will moſt 
effectually produce a noble and manly Utterance 
proper for ſpeaking in Public. How Gentlemen, who 
ſpeak in Public, may raiſe their Voices, and preſerve 
their Expreſlion, ſo as to be heard in any Place, even 
our largeſt Churches, Cathedral Choirs, Halls, &c. with- 
out ſtraining themſelves or hurting their Conſtitutions, 
Several Remarks relative to the tarther Management 
of the Breath and Voice, with which every Public 
Speaker ought to be acquainted, and which will 


greatly aſſiſt to reſtore the Pronunciation of the 


Ancients. Some Reflections on the common Opinion 
of Mankind, that thoſe Impediments in Speech of

received, which Opinion has been very prejudicial to 
the Improvement of theſe Organs, and the Powers of 
Eloquence.
